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Reason(s) for Excision: 


Two excisions are required to remove scenes which depict the use of violence in order 
to compel any person to participate in, or submit to, sexual conduct. These scenes 
each portray men being abducted off the street and forced to participate in 
sadomasochistic activity. In the second of the scenes, the victim is made to appear as 
if he is to be subjected to an ongoing succession of sexual acts with a number of 
partners. These depictions are intended to sexually arouse the viewer and 
consequently are presented as a legitimate practice. The positive context in which the 
activity appears and the fact that the publication is intended to convey the impression 
that the form of activity is socially acceptable means that the publication promotes and 
supports the use of violence in order to compel any person to participate in, or submit 
to, sexual conduct. The owner of the video recording agreed in writing to the 
proposed excisions.

SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Dungeons of Europe An S&M Trilogy Part III Leather and 
Sweat All in the Game/Caught in the Act 1 & 2 is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The video recording is classified as a restricted publication because of the scenes of 
sadomasochistic activity (SM) and the depictions of degrading, dehumanising and 
demeaning sexual activity that occur throughout. 

The remainder of the publication contains a range of SM including bondage and 
discipline. These forms of activity are considered to be of an inherently degrading and 
demeaning nature, and consequently the publication degrades and demeans the 
participants to a limited extent. The SM activity is considered to be of a moderate 
level, with the material presented being consensual. None of the activities are 
considered to be extreme with the focus being more on humiliation and submission, 
and fetishes, rather than the administering of pain. Such a position is reinforced by 
the fact that there appears to be a strong level of control and care exhibited in 
performing the activities with a corresponding focus on individual safety. 

Because of the explicit depictions of SM, the Classification Office is of the opinion that 
the availability of the publication is likely to be injurious to the public good unless it is 
restricted to an adult audience. 

The Classification Office believes that such an approach is consistent with the New 
Zealand Bill Of Rights Act 1990. 
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
